The term “company” includes FMCSA-regulated customers such as carriers, owner-operators, shippers, brokers, and freight forwarders, regardless of whether or not they are legally incorporated as “companies.” �

What is COMPASS?  

COMPASS is FMCSA’s multi-year, Agency-wide initiative to improve its business processes, integrate them with the Agency’s information technologies, and make them more seamless, secure, and supportive of the Agency’s mission of saving lives. 

COMPASS will begin to roll out new services this year—starting with the new FMCSA Portal, and following later this year, the elimination of most user IDs and passwords through the Single Sign-On release.  These services are being launched first in order to create the foundation for future COMPASS releases. (Can use an analogy about a house being built, on top of which the foundation must be created first.)

The end-date for the COMPASS program will be determined mainly by Agency operational needs, changes in the regulatory climate, and budget considerations.



Why are we doing COMPASS?  

The number of trucks and buses on the nation’s highways has been increasing every year, putting greater demands on FMCSA’s operations, systems, and staff.  COMPASS is an FMCSA program that addresses the business and technology challenges brought on by this growth and is making the best use of new technologies to improve the efficiency and effectiveness of our safety activities.

Necessity is clearly a driver.  While FMCSA’s existing systems currently work, having a portfolio of numerous stand-alone systems has led to data quality concerns, a need for excessive user IDs and passwords, and significant operation and maintenance costs.  �

What’s a “Portal”?

A “portal” is defined as a gateway or path on the Internet to a selection of Web sites, which can be used to control access by specific groups of users to specific types of Web-based content. 



The FMCSA Portal is the new gateway developed by the COMPASS program as the vehicle for delivering the Agency’s online services. Emphasize that the Portal is the foundation for the rest of the COMPASS releases. 



COMPASS will feature a portal or gateway to information. Through COMPASS, FMSCA plans to retire legacy architecture and systems, transition the organization to a fully Web-based environment built on an integrated suite of commercially available IT solutions, implement an enterprise Web portal, institute E-Authentication, single sign-on, and data warehousing capabilities. 



Information within many FMCSA applications, processes, and systems will be available through the Portal, access to which can be made available through the Web.

Automated alerts sent to the right person for action.  Timely information will be “pushed out” to the right person—Some of this starts with Portal Access, continues with Compliance Monitoring rules engine to send the right alert to the right person for action.



Increased self-sufficiency for the users (e.g., report development and analysis, online password reset, etc.)—this grows over time, with online password reset and account management in Portal Access.  Greater user independence is the result.

This screenshot is simply to give you a sample of what you will see when you go to the FMCSA Portal as a user viewing company information.



Available information includes inspection and crash data, review and enforcement case data, records of letters sent by FMCSA, and company safety profiles. The FMCSA Portal will also allow companies to designate authorized users to administer online access to their company safety data by approving individual accounts for users.



What will users see on this Company Home Page?



-Under My Alerts, users will see alerts sent to the company from FMCSA.

-Only administrative users (Company Officials role discussed later) will have the “My Tasks” portlet available to them.

-Under My Correspondence, communications sent from FMCSA to the company will display.

-Under Company Activity, the user will see detailed crash, review, and enforcement information and a summary for each topic.  Users can “drill down” into detailed information for a specific list of crashes and further details, which can be downloaded into Excel for reporting purposes.

-Under Company Info, users can again drill down into the information and download it.

All users will login with a self-selected user id and password to the Portal. The only time a PIN will be used is by a company user who wants to be the Company Official to process Portal account requests for that company. �
